Indianapolis, Ind., April 6.—May­ 
or Donn M. Roberts of Terre Haute 
and the 20 
co-defendants 
in 
the 
Terre 
Haute 
election 
conspiracy 
trial were today found guilty by tlie 
jury in the United 
States 
district 
court here. 
The charge was that 
they had conspired to corrupt 
the 
election of November 3, 1914. 
Judge A. B. Anderson instructed 
the 27 men found guilty today, as 
well as the 89 who pleaded guilty, to 
go to their homes and to return to 
court April 12 at ten o’clock when 
sentences will be pronounced. 
The verdict was returned a few 
minutes after ten o’clock this fore­ 
noon. 
It is considered 
probable 
that 
some of the 27 found guilty will ap­ 
peal. 
With this verdict the government 
succeeded in its first 
attempt 
to 
safeguard the direct election of Uni­ 
ted States senators by prosecuting 
successfully the men who corrupted 
a city and county election. 
It was 
the first time the federal penal code 
had been enforced in elections. 
The 
application was made and the 
in­ 
dictments drawn by District Attor­ 
ney Frank C. Dailey, who conducted 
tlie investigation and the trial prac­ 
tically unaided. Mr. Dailey is a Dem­ 
ocrat as are the 
defendants 
who 
composed the Democratic machine of 
Terre Haute and Vigo county. 
It was believed that sentences to 
Leavenworth awaits 
the 
27 
men 
found guilty, but Mr. Dailey said he 
was disposed to recommend leniency 
for the 89 men who pleaded guilty 
and aided the government during'the 
trial. 
The trial closed today was 
the 
first attempt of the government to 
safeguard the direct’ 
election 
of 
United States senators by 
making 
examples of “ gangsters” who 
had 
debauched the ballot in a city elec­ 
tion in the United States subject to 
review by the federal 
government 
and provides 
the 
most 
powerful 
weapon yet found to protect the bal­ 
lot. 
The government chose well when it 
picked Terre Haute as the first city 
to undergo the 
investigation, 
for

The defense tried to make a show­ 
ing, but under District Attorney Dai­ 
ley’s questions, the defense witness­ 
es broke down and provided valuable 
evidenced for the government, most 
damaging to the defense. 
The hopelessness of the defense 
was best pictured on the face of 
Mayor Roberts. 
This man who, ac­ 
cording to Dailey, had been 
“ The 
Czar of Terre Haute’ and the man 
who conceived the whole conspir­ 
acy, was the picture of despair dur­ 
ing the closing days of the trial. 
When the trial opened he had a smile 
and a handshake for his friends and 
defiance for his enemies. 
The smile 
faded and he became nervous. When 
the arguments began he could not 
remain in the court room, but walked 
the long corridors of the 
federal 
building on the arm of Mrs. Roberts, 
seldom glancing up from the floor, 
and continually muttering to him­ 
self.

for their plight and

The sheriff of Rush county is not 
hit by a form letter sent out by the 
tale board of accounts 
regarding 
the collection of “in” and “out” foes. 
Sheriff Oavitt 
lias 
never 
claimed 
these fees as it was his understand­ 
ing thiit lie was not entitled to them, 
flic letter s ta te s that the sheriffs are 
not entitled to tin* fees after March 
10, 1913. 
These fees arc 25 cents for plac­ 
ing a prisoner in jail and 25 cents 
for relasing him. 
The letter receiv­ 
'd here calls attentions to the fact 
that there have been numerous con­ 
flicts in the law and that the sheriffs 
have not known when to collect these 
fees and when not to collect them. 
According to the state board of ae- 
•ounts, the sheriffs have a right to 
collect these fees 
from 
April 
10, 
1909, to March 10, 1913. 
The letter 
ays that fees collected previous or 
subsequent to these dates arc ille­ 
gal. 
Sheriff Cavitt has never put in a 
claim for the “ in” and “ out” fees a s 
it has always been bis opinion that 
he was not entitled to 
them. 
lie 
stated today that if he should find 
that lie is entitled to the fees he will 
file* his claim at the end of his term. 
Former Sheriff Debout claimed the 
“ in” and “ out” fees, filing his claim 
at the end of his term as sheriff. At 
the time he w as advised that he pro­ 
bably would have to pay the money 
back to the county, but under the la­ 
test ruling of the state board it ap­ 
pears that be is safe. 
According to the state board, the 
fees arc legal between these dates 
given in the letter and these 
dates 
cover the j>eriod which 
Mr. Bebout 
served as sheriff. 
The 
sheriffs in 
many counties get more out of the 
“ in” and “ out” fees than they do 
from the salary connected with the 
office. 
In big counties like Marion these 
fees amount 
to 
something 
worth 
while in the course of two y e ars. 
A 
similar letter was received hv the 
county commissioners but they never 
even a s much as read it as the q u e s ­ 
tion here 
was 
considered 
settled 
since the sheriff does not claim the 
fees.

County recorder Charles 
Brooks 
lias received an important ruling by 
G. H. Hendren, state examiner for 
the state board of accounts. 
The 
ruling deals with notary fees for fill­ 
ing out mortgage exemptions and is 
the result of the suit brought by an 
auditor against the state. 
The 
court 
lias 
held 
and the 
ruling of the state hoard is that the 
recorder, or his 
deputy 
must 
not 
keep the fees collected by taking ac­ 
knowledgements or filling out mort­ 
gage exemptions. Under the old plan 
the recorder or his deputy would fill 
out the exemptions, which must he 
filed with the auditor, and the fee 
thus received would be theirs. Under 
the ruling tlie county gets ibis fee 
and as a result the recorder’s office 
has cut nut dealing with exemptions. 
Mr. Brooks stated that it was not 
worth the trouble and extra work lo 
him or his deputy to make out the 
mortgage exemptions and then turn 
the money over to the county. 
It is 
stated that notaries have raised the 
fees this year for filling out the ex­ 
emptions to fifty cents, 
where 
in 
many instances the fee has only been 
twenty-five cents. 
The same ruling 
on the recorder taking fee> will ap­ 
ply to the auditor and all fees he col­ 
lects for work of this kind must go 
to the county. The letter received by 
Mr. Brooks is as follows: 
“ We are receiving many inquiries 
regarding the ownership of fees re­ 
ceived by county recorders and their 
deputies for filling out mortgage ex­ 
emption affidavits, taking 
acknowl­ 
edgements, etc. All such fees collec­ 
ted by such officers or their deputies, 
belong to the 
county and must he 
paid into the county treasury. 
“ If the deputy qualifies as a no­ 
tary public and signs such instru­ 
ments as a notary public, the fee be­ 
longs to the county and must be paid 
into the county treasury. 
See the 
ease of Sharp Vs. State, 
54 
Ind. 
A pp. 182; 99 N. E. 1072. 
“ A deputy in your 
office 
cannot 
retain the fee charged for adminis­ 
tering oaths or taking aeklowlodge- 
ments, notwithstanding the fact that 
ho attempts to act as a notarv pub­ 
lic.”

Nor was Thomas Taggart the only 
Democratic leader involved. 
Craw ­ 
ford Fairbanks, the millionaire brew­ 
er of Terre 
Haute, 
reputed 
the 
wealthiest man in Indiana and re­ 
cognized as co-leader with Mr. Tag­ 
gart, w a s pointed out as having con­ 
tributed $1,500 to the election fund. 


The Taggart incident was the out­ 
come of an alleged atempt on the 
part of Mayor Roberts, City Thoma 
Smith, Sheriff Dennis Shea, 
Alex­ 
ander Steel, all defendants, the con­ 
spire to corrupt government witnes 
es. 
They were jailed on the court’s 
order, and then on the suggestion of 
Mr. Dailey the court ordered that 
the bonding companies appear and 
make known those who had indemni­ 
fied the bonds. 


The government Roberts organiza­ 
tion were arrested on affidavits file 
before U. S. Commissioner Moores 
here. 
The indictment was returned De­ 
cember 23, and the arrests of Mayor 
Roberts and the other “higher-ups’ 
came as a Christmas gift the night 
of December 25. 
That the government bad the case

Nish, Serbia, March 9th, (By Mail 
to New York)— The one man, who 
more than anyone else, deserves all 
the credit for the great Serbian vic­ 
tory over the Austrians last Decem­ 
ber, is King Peter himself. 


King Peter is more than seventy 
years of age. 
lie is so crippled with 
rheumatism contracted from sleep­ 
ing on the rainy battlefields of the 


la st two Balkan wavs that he 
can 
scarcely walk. 
Yet he entered the 
first line trenches in that desperate 
lighting to preserve his little king­ 
dom and so inspired his arm y that 
the Austrians lied from Servian soil, 
leaving behind 30,000 in killed and 
wounded and 40,000 prisoners. 
The story was told me today by 
Dr. \\ ukiteheviteh, the 
king’s 
pri­ 
vate physician, he is probably 
the 
only man in Serbia who witnessed 
the entire drama. 
“ Towards the end of November,” 
said Dr. Wukitchevitch, “I was with 
his majesty in the southern part of 
Serbia at the B a th s of Vrama, where 
he was undergoing treatment. 
The 
news came to us 
of 
the 
Serbian 
retreat from the plains of the Yadar. 
And from the Koloubars. 
You can 
imagine the sadness of it all. 
The 
Austrians were within ten leagues of 
our great arsenal and 
ammunition 
factory at 
Kragouievatz, and 
the 
occupation of Belgrade seemed cer­ 
tain 
The enemy flattered himself 
that lie would finish our little king- 
dom at one single blow. 
, 
“ His majesty became taciturn and 
depressed. 
But on the night of Nov. 
29 lie came to dinner 
radiant 
and 
happy. 
“ ‘1 have ordered a train for (i to­ 
morrow morning,’ lie said to me, *1 
am going to the front with my sol­ 
diers. 
We will defeat them or die 
together/ 
“1 was 
astonished. 
1 
protested 
that his state of health 
would 
not 
permit him to go, but at 6 in the 
morning we were on 
our 
way. 
At 
Nish, M. Patchiteh, the prime minis­ 
ter, appeared. 
He brought the gov­ 
ernment'* protest. 
It would be folly, 
he said, for the king to continue. But 
his majesty only smiled, a bit grim­ 
ly. and signaled for the train to con­ 
tinue. 
“At the last railway station, an 
automobile met us from Roudnik and 
the king was carried by two soldiers 
in a litter. 
He appeared 
to 
gain 
trength at every yard and when fin- 
illy the soldiers brought him to the 
eeond line trenches, he was half 
'iniling, half crying, with joy. 
He 
lescended from the litter, sie/.ed the 
t!ag and kissed it devoutly. 
Soldiers 
came running from all sides. 
“ ‘Men. it seems 
that 
you 
arc 
tired/ said Ids majesty. 
‘The Aus­ 
trians have invited you not to fight 


any more, to return to your wives 
and families. 
You are free to 
do 
what you will, but for me, I shall 
cling to this flag. 
I shall tight to the 
last with those who choose to remain 
with m e/ 
“ There was a moment of impres­ 
sive silence. 
Then the mayor of a 
nerby village, the highest ranking 
officer of the reserves present, stepp­ 
ed forward. 
“ ‘Gospodarou’ (sire) lie said, ‘We 
are with you to the end. 
Every man 
here will die before lie yields/ 
“ That night we slept in a nearby 
village. 
The next morning we re­ 
joined the army of Kosmay. 
They 
escorted us to a village where the 
first line trenches rested and Aus­ 
trian shells were falling all about us. 
“ It was impossible to restrain his 
majesty. He dropped his cane 
and 
hobbled into the firing line. He pick­ 
ed up the rifle of a dead soldier and 
began firing. 
Only when the troops, 
inspired by the presence 
of 
their 
aged king, leaped out of the trenches 
with a 
roar of cheers 
and 
began 
driving the enemy before them in a 
bayonet charge, did he desist. 
“The next day his 
m ajesty 
a p ­ 
peared thoroughly rejuvinated. 
He 
walked without his cain and 
acted 
like a boy of ten. 
We 
kept 
pace 
with the Serbians who were advanc­ 
ing rapidly in full 
pursuit 
of 
the 
Austrians. 
At Torlak. ju st in front of Bel­ 
grade. King Peter stood on a 
little 
elevation and saw the Au>triaus a- 
they evacuated the capital, watched 
while Serbian troops re-entered the

(U. P. 8ta.ff Correspondent.) 
Paris, Mar. 23.— (By Mail to New 
York)—German and Austrian owned 
hotels, villus and private residences 
of all kinds on the famous French 
riviera are to be used as 
hospitals 
for the French soldiers whom the 
former 
are 
wounding 
if 
Deputy 
Georges Boussenot can have his way. 
He has written to the Minister of the 
Interior demanding that 
all 
such 
properties be taken over by the gov­ 
ernment and equipped at once as mil­ 
itary hospitals. 
The delightful win­ 
ter climate of the riviera, it is point­ 
ed out, would be a most important 
factor in the convalescenso of the 
wounded. 
As a goodly portion of 
the hotel industry on the riviera is in 
the hands of German concerns it is 
estimated that the seizure 
of 
the 
hotels alone would afford all of the 
hospitals accomodations that could 
possibly be needed. 


France has just begun its first step 
towards the rebuilding on the most 
modern lines of the 
hundreds

French towns and villages destroyed 
in the present war.

experts; M. Martel the famous geo­ 
logist, and M. Pelissier, one of the 
greatest modern authorities on agri­ 
cultural improvement has just been 
appointed to inspect the provinces 
invaded by the Germains for the pur­ 
pose of preparing sites and plans for 
the reconstruction of the towns and 
villages under modern sanitary re­ 
quirements.

Suit to Test Validliy of Trading 


Stamp Act.

Are Anxious to Have Constitu­ 


tionality Settled. 


Three federal judges have been se­ 
lected and have declared their inten­ 
tions of sitting in the United States 
district court for Indiana in Indiana­ 
polis day after 
tomorrow, 
Thurs­ 
day, 
April 
8, to 
hear 
the 
suit 
brought by the 
Home 
Merchants 
Trading association to have the fed­ 
eral court pass on the validity of the 
trading stamp law enacted 
by 
the 
last legislature. 
There is special interest 
in 
the 
suit here because on the 
decision 
depends to a large 
extent 
whether 


the trading stamp companies doing 
business in Rushville shall continue. 


Because the Home Merchants asso­ 


ciation recently started here, Albert 
Stevens, prosecutor of Rush county, 
was made a defendant in the case 
together with 
four 
other 
Indiana 
prosecutors. 


Merchants here who 
are 
giving 
trading stamps not 
only 
in 
the 
Home Merchants but in others are 
anxious to see the law put to a test. 
They have contended from the 
first 
that the law is not constitutional. 
The judges who will sit in the case 
are Christian C. Kohlsaat, of Chica­ 
go, judge of the United States circuit 
court of 
appeals; 
Ferdinand 
A. 
Geiger, judge of the 
United 
States 
court for the eastern district of Wis­ 
consin at Milwaukee, and A. B. An­ 
derson, judge of the district of Indi­ 
ana. 


Noble C. Butler, elerk of the Uni­ 
ted States district court, yesterday 
said he had received word from the 
two federal judges outside 
of 
the 
district that they would be able to be 
in Indianapolis on that date. 
The 
federal 
code provides 
that 
three 
judges, one of whom must be a judge 
of the supreme or circuit 
court of 
appearls, must sit as one tribunal 
when a suit is directed against an 
officer of any state and the validity 
of any state statute is questioned. 


The suit brought by 
the 
trading 
stamp company makes five prosecu­ 
tors of Indiana counties defendants. 
The 
company asks that an injunc­

well as the 89 who pleaded guilty, to 
go 10 their homes and to return to 
court April 12 at ten o'clock when 
sentences will be pronounced. 


The verdict was returned a few 


minutes after ten o'clock this fore- 
noon. 


It is considered 
probable 
that 


some of the 27 found guilty will ap- 
peal. 


With this verdict the government 


succeeded in its first attempt 
to 


safeguard the direct election of Uni- 
ted .States senators by prosecuting 
successfully the men who corrupted 
:i city and county election. 
It was 


the first time the federal penal code 
hail been enforced in elections. 
The 


application was made and the 
in- 


dictments drawn by District Attor- 
ney Frank (.'. Dailey, who conducted 
the investigation and the trial prac- 
tically unaided. Mr. Dailey is a Dem- 
ocrat as are the 
defendants who 


composed the Democratic machine of 
Terre Haute and Vigo county. 


It was believed that sentences to

was disposed to recommend leniency 
for the 89 men who pleaded guilty 
and aided the government during'the 
trial.

The sheriil' of Rush county is not 


liit by a form letter sent out by the 
state board of accouius 
regarding 


;he collection of ''in" and "out" fees. 
Sheriff Cavitt 
has 
never 
claimed 


these fees as it was his uuderstand- 
ng that he was not entitled to them. 
The letter states that the sheriffs are 
not entitled to the fees after March 
10, l!)l;t. 


These fees are 25 cents for plac- 


ing a prisoner in jail and 25 cents 
i'or relasing him. The letter receiv- 
ed here calls attentions to the fact 
:hat there have been numerous con- 
flicts in the law and that the sheriffs 
lave not known when to collect these 
i'ees and when not to collect them. 
According to the stale hoard of ac- 


lunts, the sheriffs have a right to

from

says that fees collected previous or 
iiibsequent to these dates are ille- 
gal.

Charles Brooks Receives Notice of 


Ruling by State Board Con- 


cerning Mortgage Exemption. 


FORMERLY 
RETAINED 
FEE 


In Some Instances Notaries Here 


Double Sum Which Was For- 


merly Charged by Them. 


County roc-order Charles 
Brooks 


has received an. important ruling: by 
G. IL Ilendren, state examiner for 
the state board of accounts. 
The 


ruling deals with notary fees for fill- 
ing out mortgage exemptions and is 
the result of the suit brought by an 
auditor against the state. 


The 
court 
has 
held 
and the 


ruling of the state board is that the 
recorder, or his deputy must not 
keep the fees collected by taking ac- 
knowledgements or filling out mort- 
gage exemptions. Under the old plan 
the recorder or his deputy would h'll 
out the exemptions, which must be 
filed witli the auditor, and the fee 
thus received would be theirs. Under 
the ruling the county gets ihis fee 
and as a result the recorder's office 
has cut out dealing with exemptions. 


Mr. Brooks stated that it was not. 


worth the trouble and extra work lo 
him or his deputy to make out the 
mortgage exemptions and then turn 
the money over to the county. It is 
stated that notaries have raised the 
fees this year for filling out the ex- 
emptions to fifty cents, 
where 
in 


many instances the fee has only been 
twenty-five cents. 
The same ruling 


on the recorder taking fees will ap- 
ply to the auditor and all fees he col- 
lects for work of this kind must go 
to the county. The letter received by 
Mr. Brooks is as follows: 


'"We are receiving many inquiries 


regarding the ownership of fees re- 
ceived by county recorders and their 
deputies for filliug out mortgage ex- 
emption affidavits, taking acknowl- 
edgements, etc. All such fees collec- 
ted by such officers or their deputies, 
belong to the 
county and must be 


paid into the county treasury. 


"If 'the deputy qualifies as a no- 


tary public and signs such instru- 
ments as a notary public, the fee be- 
longs to the county and must be paid 
into the county treasury. 
See the 


case of Sharp Vs. State, 54 Ind. 
App. 1S2; 99 N. E. 1072. 


"A deputy in your 
office cannot 


retain the fee charged for adminis- 
tering oaths or taking acklowledge- 
ments, notwithstanding the fact that 
ho attempts to act as a notary pub- 
lic."

Nish, Serbia, March 9th, (By Mail 


o New York)—The one man, who

er, is King Peter himself. 


King Peter is more than seventy 
ears of age. He is so crippled with
